Records, or units of information, 
can range from a directory-type listing of specific manu¬ 
facturing plants to a citation with bibliographic information 
and an abstract referencing a journal, conference paper, 
or other original source.

In other countries, timeshared telecom¬ 
munications access is available through their local PTT; ad¬ 
dresses are available from DIALOG’S Marketing Department.

Parity=none; XON/XOFF option = ON for access via a 
telecommunication network; OFF for access via direct 
dial; Auto Line Feed=off; ABM/Answerback=off; Block 
Mode=off; Auto Disconnect=off.
